year ago, life looked 
bleak for toddler Sorrel 
ason as she prepared 


to spend months in hospital, 
waiting for a pioneering bone 
marrow transplant which was 
her best chance of survival. 
Now she is recovering remarkably 
well from her major operation. She 
celebrated her third birthday in 
December and spent her first 
Christmas out of hospital, playing 
with other children, including her 19- 
month-old sister, Daisy. 

Sorrel, who was diagnosed with a 
rare form of leukaemia 15 months 
ago, returned home to Great Wratting 
in June after spending three months 
at Bristol Royal Children’s Hospital. 
She was in isolation, recuperating 
from the life-saving transplant 
operation in which umbilical cord 
cells from Japan were used because 
a live donor could not be found. She 


spent another month in Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital, Cambridge, before 
she was able to return home. 


Dad Robert, who donated blood cells 
to help Sorrel recover and stayed 
with her in Bristol while her immune 
system recovered, said his 
daughter’s birthday and Christmas 
had been a very special time for the 
family. 

Mr Mason said: “She is doing very 
well. She is running around playing 
with other kids now, which is the first 
time she has been able to do that. 
Our best Christmas present was to 
have her home with us. We only have 
to go to Addenbrooke’s once a 
month now, whereas initially it was 
three times a week. 


“The year is up soon and we have to 
go back to Bristol for a check-up. 
She is still not really feeding properly, 
so she still has to have a tube from 
her nose, but that is really the only 
sign that she has been ill. 


“For the first year of her life her sister 
Daisy was like an only child, so it is 
wonderful to see them playing 
together now and they are great 
friends. 

“A year ago it was a very worrying 
and traumatic time for us and we 
did not know what the future 
held. It has not all been 
plain sailing, but in the 
last few months she 
has been very well 
and seems very 
strong. All the 
family have been 
wonderful in sup- 
porting us, we 
could not have 
coped without 
them. 

“lam back at 
work now, 
and hope- 
fully 2008 
is going 
tobea 
good 
year for 
us.” 

The family 
were full of 
praise for the “great 
support” they 
received from the

Jessica, 19, only started work as a 
health care assistant at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, Cambridge, last November, 
but did not hesitate to help when a man 
in his 70s was involved in a collision 
with a car close to her home at Sturmer 
Road, Kedington. 

Roy Webb received severe head 
injuries and multiple fractures in the 
crash near his home on Sunday, 
December 30, and remains critically ill 
in hospital.

Jessica was one of the first on the 
scene after someone knocked on the 
door of her home. 

Modest Jessica does not feel she did 
anything special, but her proud mum 
Gill feels her actions saved Mr Webb’s 
life during the 45-minute wait for an 
ambulance. 

Gill, her husband Andy, and twin sons 
Billy and Freddie, were away in 
Newcastle at the time, and Jessica was 
at home with a friend. 

Jessica said: “I was just doing my job. | 
heard a massive bang and when | went 
outside there was blood everywhere. A 


policeman came, and we did what we 
could to help him. He had a huge gash 


on his head, so | held a towel on it, kept 
him warm with blankets and stayed 
with him. The ambulance staff were 
really thankful for what | had done. It 
has not put me off nursing at all.” 


Gill Read said: “I am very proud of her, | | 
think she did really well. She has not 
been doing the job very long, and it 
could have put her off, but she is even 
more keen to do more training now. As 
Jessica works in the hospital she is 
keeping a check on the man’s condition | = 
and hoping he pulls through.”

Governors oppose bid 


for new upper school 


GOVERNORS at Haverhill’s 
two upper schools are opposed 
to a bid to convert a middle 
school into a new upper 
school. 


Parents at Clare are campaigning 
for the change, but governors of both 
Castle Manor Business’ and 
Enterprise College, and Samuel Ward 
Arts and Technology College are 
urging families to vote against the 
plan. 


They believe there would not be 
enough pupils in their area to 
support it and have asked parents to 
vote in favour of Option 1 in the 
Suffolk Schools Reorganisation 
Review -— to close all middle schools 
in the county. 


If that scenario won out the two 
upper schools in Haverhill would be 
expanded and work in partnership 
with existing town and district 
primary schools.

OFSTED inspectors have 
praised the “rapid and 
significant improvement” 
at a Haverhill school, 
judged to be unsatis- 
factory three years ago.

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Tribute band to 
play prison gig

A JOHNNY Cash tribute 
band will be recreating 
one of the legendary 
country singer’s most 
famous concerts — at 
Highpoint Prison near 
Haverhill this month. 


Johnny Cash — known as the 
Man in Black to his legions of 
fans — performed at Folsom 
Prison in California on 
January 13, 1968, and the 
recording of the concert is 
now considered to be a classic. 

Tribute band CashBack, who 
hail from Ely and play 
regularly around Cambridge- 
shire and Suffolk, decided they 
wanted to mark the 40th 
anniversary of the historic 
occasion so they approached 
Highpoint Prison. 

Chiefs at the prison — which 
is home to category C prison- 
ers including some serving life 
sentences — welcomed the idea 
and on January 13 the band 
will be entertaining the 
inmates with a set of Cash’s 
hits. 

For lead singer Lee Gillett, 
who also swaps between guitar 
and drums, it will be a big 
change from the pubs and 
social clubs they are used to 
playing. 

He said: “They haven’t had 
any concerts at Highpoint for a 
while and when I suggested it 
to them they said it was a 
really good idea. When was the 
last time you read a positive 
story about a prison? 

“We’re a tribute band so we 
play Johnny Cash’s music but 
I really do feel like he did 
about prisons as well. The 
reason he gave for doing 
concerts in prisons was that he 
felt an affinity with those men. 

“The job of a prison is to 
rehabilitate, they are there to 
get people ready to come out. If 
you don’t show people any 
compassion when they are in

prison then how can you 
expect them to be compass- 
ionate people when they come 
out?” 

During the original concert 
Cash - who was played by 
Joaquin Phoenix in the 
Hollywood biopic Walk the 
Line — sang one of his first 
hits, Folsom Prison Blues, and 
was joined on stage by his wife 
June Carter Cash, rockabilly 
legend Carl Perkins and his 
band, The Tennessee Three. 

When CashBack take to the 
stage Lee will be joined by his 
brother Mick on guitar and 
their friend John Drake on 
bass.

Extra school 
at town’s cost 


Sir, | am writing to you as a parent of three 
children who have been educated in 
Haverhill’s three-tier system. Obviously | was 
interested to receive a copy of Suffolk 
County Council’s School Organisation 
Review. The authors of this consultation 
document state that their aim is to have a 
“world class education system for Suffolk” 
and that their vision for children and young 
people is to “enable all children and young 
people in Suffolk to aspire to, and achieve, 
their full potential, giving them the basis for a 
successful life as active members of the 
community”. 


The county council’s consultation document 
lists three options. Like many people, | am 
undecided which option is best for Haverhill. 
However, | feel option three, to create three 
secondary schools, is a proposal that could 
lead to a significant decline of educational 
provision in Haverhill. This option provides for 
the creation of anew secondary school in 
Clare with a roll of 900 pupils. In view of the 
relatively small population of Clare this could 
only be achieved by bussing in pupils from a 
wide area, including parts of Haverhill and 
Sudbury. The effect would be to reduce in 
size the roll numbers for both Samuel Ward 
and Castle Manor. This would result in a 
reduction of resources and diversity in 
educational opportunities for the students of 
Haverhill. In short, they would be left with two 
upper schools that would be too small. The 
result would be to encourage many Haverhill 
parents (if they had the means) to send their 
children to Clare. The chances are a 
disproportionate percentage of able and 
better-off children would be educated in 
Clare. The danger is that Haverhill would be 
left with two “rump” schools. Haverhill is one 
of the largest growing towns in Suffolk — 
deserves better. 

| am sure that the citizens of Clare will be 
mounting a well-resourced and vocal 
campaign for a new secondary school in 
their village. However, the fact remains that 


/ 1 this option is only viable if it draws in pupils 


and resources from Haverhill to the detriment 
of the educational opportunities of the 
majority of Haverhill young people. Haverhill 
deserves its place in the vision of a “world 
class education system”. This third option 
will not deliver it for all the children and young 
people of Haverhill. If you are a Haverhill 
parent or anyone concerned with the long- 
term future of our town, | would urge you to 
contact the county council and let them 
know that option three is not acceptable to

Robert Boorman, treasurer, said: 
“COPE has no intention of stand- 
ing back. The scheme has proved to 
be hugely successful and a large 
number of members of COPE, and 
others, are making use of it.” 


Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which does not receive any funding 
for concessionary bus fares, 
stepped in last time with £600,000 to 
stem the funding gap enabling 
county-wide free travel. 


Coun Mac McGuire, lead mem- 
ber for highways and transport, 
said: “While no local authority is 
ever happy with the grants they 
receive, the county council believes 
Cambridgeshire has been badly 
short-changed in the settlement 
outlined by the Department of 
Transport.” 

Coun John Seaman, chairman of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s environment and trans- 
port committee, said: “Time and 
again it seems that those in London 
seem to forget that we cannot exist 
on a shoestring.”

than it estimated. A spokeswoman 
said: “We are very disappointed 
with the decision to give us less 
money for concessionary bus fares 
than we requested.” 

Cambridgeshire’s MPs are to 
raise the issue in Parliament. 

Jim Paice, who represents South 
East Cambridgeshire, and Andrew 
Lansley, MP for South Cambridge- 
shire, said they were “disappoint- 
ed” but not surprised the Govern- 
ment had failed to fund the scheme 
once again. 

Mr Paice said: “It’s completely 
unacceptable but only what I would 
expect, the Government is so 
completely incompetent and desp- 
erately short of cash. Having 
splashed it out in the early years it 
is cutting everything left right and 
centre. What money there is 
available is being spent in Labour 
areas, and Cambridgeshire is not 
one of them.” 


Mr Lansley said: “It seems from 
a Government point of view to 
have been badly managed from 
start to finish. It only seems to be 
the work done by John Reynolds 
and the county council and other 
councils that made it happen this 
year at all. 


“I’m sure MPs in Cambridge- 
shire will raise this. We should 
have in the New Year, early on, a 
debate about local government 
funding anyway. I hope to follow it 
up in that.” 


A spokesman for the Department 
of Transport said it did not take 
authorities’ own estimates of the 
costs of the scheme into account 
when allocating funding. 


He said: “The Government is 
confident that the £212m to be 
allocated to local authorities to 
fund the improved concession is 
sufficient.”

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New chief 
Is ‘right 
man for 
the job’ 


MARK Lloyd has been welcomed as 
the new chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire County Council - 
despite his appointment being 
dogged by controversy. 

He could have taken legal action 
against the authority after his initial 
appointment was bungled by former 
leader Shona Johnstone. She 
phoned him the day after he was 
offered the job last October to 
express concerns about her ability to 
work with him. 

As aresult of the phone call he 
withdrew his application for the job. 
News of the development caused a 
furore in the council, leading to Coun 
Johnstone’s resignation as leader, 
together with Coun Alan Melton, 
who chaired the appointments 
committee. 

The committee met again and re- 
offered the job to Mr Lloyd. 

Now Mr Lloyd, chief executive of 
Durham County Council since 2005, 
has decided he will take the job after 
all. 

When his initial appointment fell 
through, he was backed by Durham 
County Council leader Albert 
Nugent, who said: “Cam- 
bridgeshire’s loss is County 
Durham’s gain.” 

Opposition members of 


Cambridgeshire County Council 
added their support to Mr Lloyd and 
said they hoped his appointment, to 
be confirmed this week, would draw 
a line under the debacle. 

Coun David Jenkins, leader of the 
Liberal Democrat group, said: “He 
was the right man for the job in the 
middle of last year and he is still the 
right man for the job.” 

Coun Martin Ballard, leader of the 
Labour group, said: “Mark Lloyd has 
the talent, commitment and 
enthusiasm to take on what will 
undoubtedly be a very challenging 
role.” 

When he joins the council in April, Mr 
Lloyd will have to face a tight 
budget, cuts to services and the 
need to improve adult social care. 
The council will also decide on the 
controversial issue of congestion 
charging. 

Coun Geoffrey Heathcock, Lib Dem 
spokesman on health and adult 
social care, said: “It looks to be a

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Fire centres 
‘costs spiral’ 


PLANS to scrap local fire 
control rooms for regional 
call centres have spiralled to 
14 times their original cost, a 
union has claimed. 

The Fire Brigades Union (FBU) 
claims the Government’s plans to 
close 46 county control rooms in 
favour of nine super-control centres 
are three years behind schedule and 
will now cost £1.4 billion — 14 times 
the original estimate of £100 
million. 

The changes would see the 
creation of a £900,000 East of Eng- 
land control room in Cambridge, to 
replace the existing call centres in 
Suffolk, Norfolk, Cambridgeshire, 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire. 

Work is due to start at the Cam- 
bridge Research Park, off the A10 at 
Waterbeach, later this year and the 
centre is due to open in 2011. 

But union bosses are calling for 
the scheme to be scrapped in light 
of the increased costs. 

FBU regional secretary Adrian 
Clarke said: “This has been a 
typical Government IT project. It 
has not been properly researched, 
proved or costed and we have 
warned of such costs from the very 
beginning. 

“The Government claimed these 
call centres will bring savings, but 
it is obvious they will actually cost 
the taxpayer even more. The 
consultants on this scheme must be

loving it as they are the only ones 
who will benefit.” 


He added: “It’s a total ludicrous 
situation that these regional 
centres will end up eating millions 
of pounds of public money when it 
should be going to improve 
frontline services. 


“Our fear is fire brigades will be 
squeezed as the Government 
struggles to cover these rising costs, 
which will mean fewer fire engines 
and firefighters.” 


FBU general secretary Matt 
Wrack added: “The entire UK fire 
service only costs £1.7 billion a year 
to run, so this is using up money on 
a scale the service has never seen 
before.” 


The first regional centres in the 
east Midlands, north-east and 
south-west are now set to open in 
October 2009. 


But a spokesman for the Dep- 
artment of Communities and Local 
Government said: “The figures 
quoted are for different things. 


“The £100 million figure was an 
early estimate for the one-off costs 
of initial implementation of the 
fire control project. The £1.4 billion 
figure is the total forecast of 
providing emergency call handling 
and mobilisation control services.”

For those with more 
slightly realistic bank 
balances and a need for 
speed the Audi RS6, Nissan 
GT-R and BMW M3 saloon 
all offer practical motoring 
with the potential for 
astonishing pace. On the 
road, these cars will match 
anything the traditional 
supercar manufacturers 
have to offer. 

Returning to the real 
world for now, small cars 
will have an important part 


to play in ’08. The

4x4s are set for another 
bumper year, with some big 
players entering the market. 
Ford and Volkswagen will 
launch the Kuga and Tiguan 
respectively. A new Jeep 
Cherokee will become 
available, Audi is producing 
a hybrid vesrion of its Q7 
and BMW will bring out the 
first ever “cross-coupe” — a 
coupe on stilts basically. 

Four wheel drive 
specialists, Subaru, will 
start using its boxer diesel 
engine this spring. Unveiled 
early in 2007, Subaru’s first 
oil burner will give its 
model line-up an important 
string to its bow, first seeing 
service in the Legacy and 
Outback and then becoming 
available in a new Forester 
in the autumn. 

Meanwhile, exciting news 
for badge fans! Lancia is set 
to be relaunched in the UK 
this year. The Fiat-owned 
marque should end its 
hiatus about halfway 
through the year when the 
legendary Delta name will 
be revived on these shores. 
Don’t expect it to be the 
rally-bred performance car 
it was in the 1980s and ’90s. 
Lancia is now positioned 
between Fiat and Alfa 
Romeo in terms of luxury, 
so it will ride comfortably 
rather than sportily. This is 


Lancia though, so _ it 
shouldn’t disappoint when 
hustled along! 


Another 80s name making 
a comeback in 2008 is the 
Scirocco. VW is intending to 
launch the coupe towards 
the end of the year, a little 
later than the Delta. Fans of 
the coupe in either sporting 
or luxurious guises will be 
rubbing their hands with 
glee. 

As I stated in my review 
of 2007, the coming year has 
a lot to live up to. There are 
some stunning designs 
being scribbled around the 
world and new technologies 
are being embraced 
and developed all 
the time which 
bodes very well. The 
question is: will 2008 
see a big step 
forward in terms of 
green motoring? We 
are yet to see and, 
for all our sakes, I 
hope it will. With 
the signals coming 
out of the car 
industry, we should 
be optimistic. 

Let’s look forward 
to acracking year!

“One inquiry we received was 
from a Coca-Cola Championship club, 
who asked how much to take him in 
the transfer window, because they 
seem close to doing something 
with him in the summer anyway, so 
we’re just chatting to them at the

moment. We’ve also had a tentative 
inquiry from a League One club, 
asking how much we want for him 
now rather than wait until the 
summer.”
